Christophers, Feb. 10, 1799- 


Dear Sir, 
I W R O T E you the 4th inft. to which 
I mud beg leave to refer, and foon after 
weighed from BafTaterrc road, St. Chnfto- 
phers, and proceeded to tea, having made 
the neceffary arrangements with the mer­ 
chants and mafters of veffcls for a convoy, 
to fail this day for the United States, under 
charge of the Norfolk and Richmond, which 
veflels I directed to cruize, 
in the mean 
time, near St. Bartholomews and St. Mar­ 
tins, fo as to be at hand to proceed with the 
convoy at the time appointed. 
A s foon as 
I left the road of Baflaterre (which I did 
with the Conftellation talus) I Wretched un­ 
der Montferat and towards G uadalupe by 
the wind, and from thence under the lee of 
Antigua and Barlinda, In this route I only 
met two merchant vclfels, and a Britifh fri­ 
gate. 
I therefore thought it heft to change 
my ground, which I did, and run down to­ 
wards the iiland of N e v is ; and on the 9th 
inft. at noon, that ifland bearing W . S. W . 
five leagues diftance, difcovered a large (hip 
to tauthward, on which I bore down. 
She 
hoifted American colours, and I made our 
private fignals for the day, is well as that 
of the Britifh, but finding ihe ani wcred nei­ 
ther, I immediately fufpeCted her to be an 
enemy, and in a fhort time after found that 
my fufpiciors were well founded, for fhe 
hoifted the French National colours, and 
fired a gun to the windward (which is a fig- 
nal of an enemy.)

Bureaut, and is efteemed one o f the fafteft 
failing (hips in the French N avy. 
I have 
been much {battered in my rigging and 
fails, and my forc-top-maft rendered, from 
wounds, ufelefs ; you may depend the ene­ 
my is not lefs ta. 
I intend to get into BafTaterrc road, St. 
Chriftophers, if poflfible with my priae ; but 
the wind being adverfe and blowing hard, 
I much doubt, in the crippled ftate of both 
(hips, whether I (hall eftaCt it, and if not, 
muff make a port to leeward. 
The high 
ftate of cur difciplinc, with the gallant con­ 
d u e o f my officers and men, would have 
enabled me to have compelled a more formi­ 
dable enemy to have yielded, had the for­ 
tune of war thrown one in my way. 
As it 
is, I h©pe the Prefident and my country 
will, for the prefent, br content with a very 
fine frigate being added to our infant navy, 
and that too with the lofs of only one man 
killed, and two wounded, while the enemy 
had (the French furgcon reports) 52 or 53 
killed aud wounded.
